Peasants Sing 

Mr. <lti Marky dwelt mainly with 
:ho folk song that has been bande 1 
down through tii» centuries. Tli*. 
preservation of these is in large met • 

•• • to the gypsies who tire vç 1 
r.um:rous. When working in :'>o 
fieirl*. and conversation flags, t'-> .• 
Hungarian peasant will often sin; 
instead of talking. Ho sings about 
Nature, and combines his privata 
sentiments with the happenings o! 
Nature. The peasants nevor sing în 
harmony, but always In un:s3n. 
Choral singing is kit to the mo-j 
civilized Inhabitants o£ the cities. 

Most Hungarian music Is in the 
hands of the gypsies. "Gypsies.' 
dec'ared the lecturer, "never play 
out of tune, just as the negro never 
sings out of tune." From a very early 
age they learn to handle some in- 
strument, and It is extremely rare to 
find an unmusical gypsy. Wandering 
about the country in covered wagon.') 
the majority make their living selllnt 
trinkets of their own manufacture. 
They are, too, adept In the art of 
pick-pocketing. The more educated 
trypsy makes use of his musical ta- 
lent to earn his livelihood. Ho p'a-'s 
in towns and cities, either in an or- 
chestra or as an entertainer on hit 
own. 

The gypsy, as a rule cannot read 
notes, but immediately on hearing -a 
melody ho is able to reproduce it.

PRICELESS YEARS 
(The Rsvsills) 

"At least a, third of America's graduate stu- 
dents aro 'drifters' — mere specialists, of whom it 
hajs been sold, 'They know more and more about 
less- and less every day," is the statement by Ed- 
ward W. Berry, the degreeless Dean of the John 
Hopkins College of Arts and Sciences, in tho Feb- 
ruary number of a popular magazinei 

"How Colleges Rob Men ot Priceless Year3," 
is the title of the article in which a number of ar- 
guments aro advanced in favor ot less college 
training and mora education, 

In discussing worthless courses and antiquat- 
ed methods of teaching as the cause of timo wast- 
ed, Dean Berry declares that "the student's mind 
can be tralnod as well — better I believe, by work- 
ing on what lie Is Interested In and Is going to use 
later In life than by working on distasteful sub- 
jects for which he will later have no use." It seems 
In considering the plausibility of Dean Berry's 
statement, that perhaps the reason students for 
years have taken the prescribed college curricula 
as a matter of course is their tendency to be pro- 
crastinating in determining what they are going 
to do in life. As long as students take for granted 
that four years of college will be the "great decid- 
ing factor," there. will be time wasted because of 
courses which do not fit the needs of the student, 

"One thing we^havo Inherited from tho six- 
teenth century Is the conventional notion that it 
should take four years to complete a college 
course/' Dean Berry says. "In this respect Ameri- 
can colleges are modeled after tho English, which, 
In turn, aro modeled after tho French, There is no 
logic whatever in this four-year college idea. -Many 
educators are now convinced that after two years 
In college a boy Is mature enough for graduate 
Vorlc— or for business. By eliminating tliu uncs- 
sentials we should be able to get u boy who knows 
what he wants to do started right in two years." 
With tho Junior college plan being put Into usu 
more and more, there is a possibllty that Dr. 
Berry's "dreams" may coma true In part. 

Students would hesitate to bolleve, however, 
that "both the A.B, and tho graduate degrees aro 
held at a pretty low discount rate by most Intelli- 
gent, people today, and that, "wé all seem to un- 
derstand that tho degree is simply tho symbol for 
ono who has marched in time with tho education- 
al goose step." 

13ducators who make the college of today out 
aonlll where where any number of graduates are 
ground out periodically are not totally Just in 
their criticism, "Flippancy," "insincerity," and 
"drifting," apply only to a minority of twontioth 
century students,

TICKETS 



Student tickets tiro Intended for use 
only by the persons to whom they are 
Issued, find may not bo' transferred. 
Such tin t :ict renders them llablo to 
forfeiture. 

In spllo of this penalty, a few stu- 
dents still contlnuo tho practlco of 
giving their tickets to graduates or 
non-Hludcnls who wish to sco Var- 
sity games, but nro unwilling to pay 
tho prlco of an admission ticket. Just 
recently, several tickets have been 
found In the hands of persons who 
arc not entitled to uso them, nnd 
without doubt a number of othor 
cases liavo escaped detection, 

There uro a number of harmful 
fnclors in this process of transferlng 
student tickets. There Is a flnanclol 
loss to tho Board of Control, a loss In 
spirit through tho induction of "dis- 
interested persons Into tho cheering 
section, nnd a corrnln loss of charac- 
ter to tho person who accepts and 
uses a ticket to which he Is not en- 
titled. 

Most Important, however, Is the 
moral effect upon the student owner 
of the tioket. Just as some students 
Justify tho honesty of "cribbing" by 
dubious reasoning, so the donor of a 
ticket can explain superficially why 
he is Justified In breaking the rule, 
approved by the Students' Associ- 
ation, that tickets should not bo 
transferred. 

There are some students who tire 
unnblo to attend Varsity games, be- 
causo work or other duties Interfere. 
Thoso men might well bo exempted 
from paying the shnro of the fee that 
goes to athletics, slnco they cannot 
derlvo any valuo from this. There are 
few who would come in this class, 
and the financial loss would be 
small. 

If necessary, some drastic plan 
might be evolved for tho prevention 
of tho transfer of student tickets. 
More stringent examination of each 
student at tho game might be 
aranged. A fllo ot photographs— or 
even fingerprints— couid be given the 
assistant manager at the gate, and he 
could carefully check each man who 
sought admission on a student ticket. 
Or moro severe penalties might bo 
provided for offenders who are de- 
tected, in order to discourage such 
attempts. 

It does not seem, however, that 
such measures aro necessary, if 
every student will look upon the 
practice as dishonorable, and refuse 
to lend his ticket, the trouble will be 
corrected,

HEAR LECTURE 



Capt. Spooncr Gives Second Of 
Scries Of Talks On 
Airmanship , 




In or.lor to help their brolhér-cluh 
In, its first year of existence, the Me- 
Gill Light Aeroplane Club, last night 
voted a grant of $15 to tho newly 
formed Glider Club to further their 
aim of constructing a glider. 

There was also some discussion on 
the proposed construction of a couple 
of full sized cock-pits with standard 
controls and a wind tunnel which will 
give atmospheric conditions. Controls 
will give tho same reactions as if 
they were actually in a piano and 
thus the embryo pilot will gain a 
good deaj of useful knowledge before 
he even steps into a p'ano. H Is most 
probable that tho construction work 
will bo carried out a- the St. Hubert 
Airport, The estimated cost is be* 
tweon fifty and seventy dollars. 
Spooncr Lecture» 
Tho meeting at which tho above 
projects wcro discussed followed a 
lecture by Capt. Spooner, chief in- 
structor of the Montreal Light Aero- 
plane Club. This lecture was the 
second of a series of two on "Air- 
jnanshlp'' and last night Opt. 
Spooner completed some remarks on 
forced landings and also discussed 
cross-country flying. 

In discussing forced landings, the 
lecturer merely concluded his re- 
marks on the subject at the last lec- 
ture. He stated that the prime essen- 
tials in making forced landings were: 
first, to save oneself, second, to save 
the plane; third, to land in such a 
position that it will bo easy to take 
off again. 

The hardest part of such a iandlns 
is the selection of a suitable field. To 
the novice this often presents con- 
siderable difficulty, but tho experi- 
enced aviator soon learns to recognise 
the character of a field from its as- 
pect as viewed from above. 

Landing Rules 
After landing the first thing to do 
Is -to ascertain the extent of damage 
to the plane. Before departing to 
phone or telegraph for aid, the 
aviator should make sure that the 
plane is tree from molestation. If it 
has to be left out overnight it must 
be sheltered from the rain and tied 
down to prevent it from -being blown 
over by any wind which might sud- 
denly arise. 

Concerning cross-country flying 
Capt Spooner stated that the essen- 
tials were a map, a compass, an ele- 
mentary knowledge of meteorology 
and an ability to calculate wind drift 
but most important of all COMMON 
SENSE. 

The lecturer then gave his audience 
a brief talk on map-reading and dis- 
cussed route-cards. 



H (Mf Do Professors Rate 
In Students' Opinions? 



||0\V shall a university profes- 
sor take stock oftlila own work 
as a teacher? This question I'rcslilcnl 
l.ylo Spencer of tho University or 
Washington has answered by sending 
out a qcUBtlonnuiro to undergraduate 
classes, asking the individual stu- 
dents to answer as to the teaching ef- 
ficiency of the several classroom In- 
structors. Answers to this question- 
naire aro now being tabulated and 
will bo used to better the teaching of 
the university. 

In a letter sent out to the faculty, 
explaining the use of the question- 
naire, President Spencer emphasized 
tho need of a teacher in cheeking up 
on his work in order to promote pro- 
gress. "In this respect", ho wrote, 
"tho university teacher is unique. Few 
professional men carry on their ac- 
tivities in seclusion comparable with 
that in the classroom. There is fre- 
quently a tendency for tho teacher, 
deprived of the stimulus that com.>s 
from suggestion and helpful criticism, 
r.ot to show tho expected professional 
growth. There is evidence that pro- 
ficiency as a teacher dees not In- 
crease rapidly after tho apprentice 
years. All of us can remember ma- 
ture teachers who were handicapped 
by faulty techniques that could have 
been remedied easily if the faults had 
been brought to their attention. ,Uut 
tho university teacher ordinarily is 
deprived of such .information. 

Valid Appraisal 

"What would it bo worth to a uni- 
versity professor if ho could obtain 
a valid appraisal of each of the varied 
activities that make up his teaching? 
Such an appraisal would answer 
questions continually asked by the 
thoughtful teacher. How- do I compare 
with other men In my ability to 
arouse interest? Aro my lectures 
clear, or do they seem muddled to 
my students? Does the way I give 
assignments contribute to my effec- 
tiveness as a teacher? Do I maintain 
a good balance between lectures and 
discussion in my classes? How do 



the slmlenl.i regard mis as h pcrmui- 
n 1 1 1 y 7 Forbidding? Approachable? 
Interested In lliciu or Indifferent lo 
them? A teacher having lu his pos- 
session reliable information l» M) 
questions of tills Ictml would be H>

. Oil the ability of students lo Judge 
adequately there would bo Instances 
"hero it would be absurd to expect 
them to form opinions of value. 
"There are, however, some nspccln of 
the teaching process on which the 
judgment of students bas, ou I lie 
f.iee of It, considerable validity, Thoy 
alono Know bow • Interesting, they 
found tho course, how clear tho ns- 
slgnnKiùs were lo tliem, bow - much 
work llicy expended on the course, 
how tho personality of the Inslriiclo" 
Impressed Iheni, lo what extent they 
weer stimulated to participate In class 
discussions, or how well they could 
hear tho lecturer." 

Groups of Questions 
Tho questionnaire consisted of 25 
groups of quest ions, to bo answered 
mostly by check marks, of which a 
fair sample Is tho group relating to 
the uso of tho lecture hour: 

,T. What uso was made of ilio 
lecture hour? (More than ono 
statement may be. chocked). 

1. Most of the material pre- 
sented was contained In our read- 
ing. 

2. It Consisted largely of ma- 
terial dictated to us for inclusion 
in our notebooks. 

5. Most of it could have been 
presented as effectively in nlmco- 
graphed form. 

4. Tho lectures presented, ori- 
ginal points of view that stimu- 
lated our thinking and study. 

5. Much time was spent In the 
lectures in irrelevant anecdote. 

6. Tho lectures presented much 
valuable' material not available to 
the class in its reading.

has been safeguarded from any ps' 1 
sonai identification of cither student* 
or teachers, the information obtained 
being held strict'y confidential be- 
tween tho administration and tho in- 
dividual instructor.

Professors Smoking 
On Campus Attacked 

tU. of Washington Dean Defends 
Teachers 



SEATTLE, Wash.— (By Exchange 
Sorvloe) — Censorship of the personal 
habita of faculty members will not 
bo practiced by the administration, 
according, to Doan David Thomson, 
acting president of the University of 
Washington, who objects to the at- 
tack of N. D. Show-alter, state 'super- 
Intendant of schools, against smoking 
among professors on the campus. 

Dr. ShowalU-r charged that the 
University faculty and students were 
in par responsible for tho promiscu- 
ous smoking among public school 
teachers. 

"Thait Instructors smoke freely in 
University buildings is clearly ap- 
parent to any campus visitor," Dean 
Thomson declared, "but we do not 
feel that such a habit is leading 
either the faculty or the students on 
tho downward path.'' 

No Campus Authority 
, Although Dr. Showaiter intends lo 
strictly enfprco the : tale law forbid- 
ding tcachciv, in tho public schools to 
smoke either on the school grounds 
or at homo, ho admitted his complete 
lack of authority over members, of the 
University faculty. 

"Tho University is not alarmed by 
what smoking habits its faculty pos- 
sesses," Dean Thomson, representing 
those in authority, confessed. 

Dr. Showaiter contends, "Smoking 
is a handicap to teacher's work. They 
cannot successfully teach tho harm- 
ful effects of narcotics, which our 
textbooks describe, when they, them- 
selves aro users of them." 

"Dr. Khowalter'K information on 
campus smoking may be correct but 
hla inferences from it arc not neces- 
sarily so," .Dean Thomson said.
